Randolph on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next at Two of 
the Clock in the afternoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


(1) To choose by ballot all necessary Town Officers for the 
ensuing year. 


(la) To signify by ballot your choice in Proposition No. 1. 


(2) To raise $9,750.00 to defray Town charges for the ensu- 
ing year: (i.e.) Selectmen (1 @ $750.00 and 2 @ $600.00 
each); Treasurer @ $300.00; Town Clerk @ $250.00 plus 
commissions; Moderator @ $25.00 per meeting; Super- 
visors of the Checklist 3 @ $50.00 each; Auditors 2 @ 
$75.00 each; Tax Collector per commissions; $4,150.00 
for Town Officers expenses, including the Town Report 
and Secretarial Services and make appropriation for same. 


(3) To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to re- 
pair Town Highways and Bridges, that is, $4,000.00 for 
summer maintenance and $20,000.00 for winter main- 
tenance and make appropriation for same. 


(4) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $4,000.00 for General Highway Expenses. 


(5) To raise such sums of money as the State suggests to 
build Class V roads -- State to pay $954.58 and the Town 
to pay $143.19 and make appropriation for same. 


(6) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$12,000.00 for Police Services for the ensuing year. 


(7) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$5,200.00 for street lights. 


(8) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$2,800.00 for the maintenance of Town Parks and Play- 
grounds, 
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(9) To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$500.00 for the members of the Randolph Planning 
Board that is $100.00 for each member and $200.00 
for the Chairman. 


(10)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$6,400.00 for removal of garbage and disposal of same. 
This amount to include the charge for a suitable place 
for disposal of same. 


(11)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,500.00 for the maintenance and repairs of the Town 
Hall and other Town buildings. 


(12)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$250.00 for the support of the Town Library. 


(13)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$200.00 for Public Recreational Services in sharing with 
the R.M.C. the expenses of a caretaker for Craig Camp 
and Grey Knob. 


(14)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$4,500.00 for property and liability insurance. 


(15)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum of money not to exceed $200.00 for operation of its 
Defense Civil Preparedness. 


(16)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,200.00 for the Fire Department, for the suppression of 
fires, purchase of new equipment and storage. The sum 
to include repairs and maintenance of the State owned 
fire truck which is on loan to the town. 


(17)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$270.00 as its contribution toward the support of the 
North Country Community Services, Inc. -- a Health 
Clinic in Berlin serving the needs of the area. 


(18)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$392.00 for membership fee in the North Country Coun- 
cil, Inc.. 


(19)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$700.00 for the purpose of revaluation pick-up work. 


(20)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$962.50 as its contribution toward the support of the 
Cooperative Ambulance District Service combined with 
the Towns of Gorham, Shelburne, Milan and Dummer. 
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(21)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$200.00 for Memorial Day and other holidays. 


(22)To see if the town will allow the Selectmen to establish 
a Capital Reserve Fund for future Town Road Repairs 
in the amount of $1,000.00 and make appropriation 
for same, 


(23)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$1,000.00 for payment of Interest on Temporary Loans 
in anticipation of Taxes. 


(24)To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to issue Temporary Notes in anticipation of 1983 taxes. 


(25)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$250.00 for the operational expenses of the Randolph 
Planning Board. 


(26)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$750.00 for legal council. 


(27)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$10,000.00 for the purchase of a second hand Town truck 
complete with plow and wing mount for maintaining 
summer and winter roads, and place same in a Capital 
Reserve Fund. 


(28)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$6,100.00 as its share for repairing the bridge on the 
Valley Road. The remaining monies ($256,500.00) 
to be provided by the State. 


(29)To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize 
the withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Funds, esta- 
blished under the provisions of the State and Local 
Assistance Act of 1972, the sum of $7,411.00. This 
money will then be applied to the Town’s share of repair- 
ing the above bridge and will thus minimize the effect on 
the tax rate. 


(30)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$500.00 to be added to the Capital Reserve Fund for 
future Solid Waste Disposal. 


(31)To see if the Town will allow the Selectmen to esta- 
blish a Capital Reserve Fund with the $834.29 held over 
in the Parks and Playgrounds budget. 


(32)To see if the Town will allow the Selectmen to establish 
a Capital Reserve Fund with the $354.30 held over in the 
Cemetery fund. 
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(33)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
$825.00 as its share of the Gorham District Nursing 
Services. The Town of Gorham will then charge a user 
fee of $7.00 per visit. 


(34)To see if the Town will vote to permit the Selectmen to 
apply for and accept any and all government and/or 
State funds and equipment which may become available 
for use by Municipal Government at any time during the 
year. 


(35)To see if the Town will vote to change the time of Annual 
Town Meeting from 2 P.M. thru 7 P.M. to 4 P.M. thru 
9 P.M.. 


(36)To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $100.00 for support of the Community Action 
Outreach Program. 


(37)To see if the Town will vote to go on record in support 
of immediate actions by the Federal Government to 
control and reduce acid rain which is harmful to the 
environment and economy of Randolph and to the health 
and welfare of the people of Randolph. 


(38)To see if the Town will vote to appropriate and authorize 
the withdrawal from the Revenue Sharing Funds, esta- 
blished under the provisions of the State and Local Assis- 
tance Act of 1972, the sum of $370.55 for Town Poor. 


(39)To see if the Town will accept as a Town Road the exist- 
ing roadway, which has been approved by the Randolph 
Planning Board, extending .2 miles Southerly from 
Boothman Lane to the Jenkins Property, having a right 
of way of 40 feet and a traveled portion of 20 feet, to be 
called Puggy Huddle Lane, and then extending .3 miles 
Westerly to the Person Property, having a right of way of 
50 feet and a traveled portion of 20 feet, to be called 
Wood Spring Road. 


(40)To see if the Town will vote to allow a 2% discount on 
taxes paid within thirty (30) days of postmarked date. 


(41)To transact any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting.

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Selectmen’s Report — 1982 





Randolph was forced to undergo some difficult times in 
1982. Perhaps the best example of this was the marked increase 
in the tax rate of the Town. Although preliminary indications 
are that the tax rate will not undergo such a marked increase this 
year, the Selectmen see, and urge the taxpayers of the Town to 
make every effort to see, the need for careful and intelligent 
fiscal planning for future years. Such planning, though it may 
require a small outlay of monies on a yearly basis, can only help 
to prevent a large outlay (and the necessary large increase in 
taxes to cover such an outlay) in the future. 


LOCAL 


One very disturbing trend on a local level is the increasing 
lack of a willingness of people to get involved in Town Govern- 
ment. Last year (1981) with a week left to register, no one had 
filed for Selectmen and the Selectmen were forced to go and 
recruit. This year, as you will notice on the ballot, no one filed 
for Selectmen as well as various other positions. This year when 
the Road Agent resigned, the Selectmen had to launch a major 
search for a replacement because no one wanted the job. Having 
the Selectmen fill these vacancies defeats the purpose of Demo- 
cratic involvement in government and, unfortunately, generates 
too much unfair criticism about favoritism and non-representa- 
tive government. 


It seems the Town has got to come to grips with one of two 
possible solutions. Either people have got to start to become in- 
volved with their Town government or the taxpayers have to be 
willing to pay more money so that people are willing to serve 
rather than running from the jobs. 


Going along with the above, the Selectmen would like to 
thank Bob Leclere very much for volunteering to become Road 
Agent in the middle of the year. We feel he has done a thorough 
and very commendable job. 


Article (27) very simply, this is one of the long range, cost 
cutting measures. Every year it is becoming increasingly ex- 
pensive to hire a truck from a contractor because of the rising 
costs of maintaining a truck and the fact that we cannot gua- 
rantee him any set number of hours. The Selectmen unanimously 
agree that the purchase of this second hand truck would, in the 
long run, save the Town money. We calculate the payback 
period for this truck to be approximately 2 years. 
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Article (31) This is also in the warrant to help defray any 
substantial cost over the long term. Having this money available 
would, for example, allow the Selectmen to make repairs to the 
dam when the need arises without having to create a substantial 
overdraft in the Parks and Recreation budget. Note: This money 
was never appropriated by the Town. Rather, it is the receipt 
from a special fund which we have had to abolish. 


Article (28) Again, the Selectmen feel that this is a wise 
long-term investment. To undertake these repairs on our own 
would require quite an outlay of funds. These repairs are ne- 
cessary as the bridge has consistently gotten low ratings in evalu- 
ations of it by the state. Furthermore, there is a great advantage 
to be gained by taking advantage of this opportunity - the state 
would assume full responsibility for the bridge in the future. 


Article (39) Originally this article was presented, with the 
requisite number of signatures, to go on the ballot. It turned 
out that it would not legally go on the ballot. The Selectmen, 
by a vote of 2 - 1, decided to include it in the Warrant. 


STATE 


Article (30) This again is a long-term investment. This 
money is to be added to the monies appropriated by the Town 
last year which was placed in a Capital Reserve Fund to lessen 
the financial burden to the Town when we are forced by the 
State to provide an alternative Solid Waste Disposal System. 


Article (22) This Capital Reserve Fund would be used to 
either fund or help fund repairs that will inevitably become 
necessary sometime in the future. This money will help minimize 
the impact these will have on the Town. 


Article (35) It is difficult, if not impossible, for some 
people to get time off from work. Passage of this article would 
allow most people a fair chance to attend the Annual Meeting.

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Report of the Fire Department 


The Randolph Fire Department is believed to be better 
equipped to handle fire accidents than it has been heretofore. 
The department now has a crew of about twelve members, all 
volunteers, many of whom have fire extinguishers in their homes, 
strategically placed in relation to homes all over town. Some of 
these extinguishers are composed of dry chemicals, and some are 
filled with water under pressure. The Fire Department aims to 
keep them operational at all times. 


Everybody knows that the crucial period of a fire is the mo- 
ment when it starts. With this in mind, several improvements in 
aiding fire suppression have been made. The residents of the town 
should know what and where these improvements are. The 
Chief plans to issue a detailed report on all available fire suppres- 
sion equipment, giving the location of all known extinguishers, 
public and private. A copy of this report will be given to every 
household in town. 


The No. 2 school-house, known of late as the Veterans’ 
Club, has been remodelled to accommodate the fire truck and 
also fire-fighting equipment owned by the Forest Service. The 
remodelling entailed shoring up the foundation and new roofing. 
Several members of the crew gave their time to the renovation 
of this building at no cost to the town. 


Water resources: The main hydrant at Legassie’s pond was 
repaired and is now in working order. A new hydrant on Ran- 
dolph Hill Road opposite the Mt. Crescent House site, and 
another water source at Dr. Underhill’s are accessible to a wide 
area of Randolph Hill property. Bumpus Brook may serve as 
a water source for houses near the railroad, and Carleton Brook 
and Moose Brook for homes in the Town Hall area. Other smaller 
brooks and sources, such as private ponds and swimming pools, 
may be used if the need arises. 


The Randolph Fire Department is grateful to the neighboring 
towns for their concern and co-operation. The Lancaster Depart- 
ment contributed jackets and helmets for the crew; the Jefferson 
fire-fighters assisted in repairing the hydrant at Legassie’s. The 
Berlin Department has given helpful advice on several matters. 
The Gorham Sand and Gravel Company contributed gravel for 
the fire-house. 
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The friendly co-operation of the Gorham Fire Department 
is out-standing. The chief of that department and one of his 
crew were given a personally conducted tour of the Town of 
Randolph, including the water sources, and an arrangement was 
made for a Randolph car and driver to be ready and waiting at 
the Town line to lead the Gorham trucks to the location of any 
fire in Randolph to which they are called. A Gorham Fire De- 
partment truck and crew of drivers checked all the hydrants in 
town for fitting compatibility. How comforting to know that 
the Gorham hoses will fit the hydrants! 


Randolph residents who burn wood may have their chimneys 
cleaned by the Fire Department for a small fee; or they may 
borrow brushes and rods and clean their own chimneys at no 
cost. 


The Fire Chief of Randolph takes this opportunity to thank 
all the town residents who have assisted in the work of his depart- 
ment, especially the very helpful and loyal members of his crew.

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North Country Council, Inc. 
Town Report 


In 1982 in the Town of Randolph, North Country Council 
provided the Planning Board with subdivision regulation revisions 
relating to road standards and soil/lot size requirements; and 
after review of flood hazard areas reeommended that the Town 
not be considered ‘‘flood-prone’’. 


In addition to providing specific assistance to your town, 
the Council works on activities that benefit several towns and 
the entire North County. In economic development, the Council 
has provided direct local assistance to several communities in 
their local development programs and has continued to seek 
approval from the Economic Development Administration for 
a revolving loan fund to assist small and medium-sized businesses 
in eight communities. As a member of the Small Business De- 
velopment Program for Northern New Hampshire, NCC has pro- 
vided information to prospective businesses on the available train- 
ing and financial programs. The Economic Development Com- 
mittee has met on issues such as trends in the wood products 
industry, the future of the North Country railroad system and 
small business development and financing. 


One of the major efforts for towns is community planning. 
The Council staff met throughout the year with numerous plan- 
ning boards, selectmen, and master plan committees to discuss 
community issues and provide solutions such as zoning, sub- 
division regulations, site plan review, sign, parking, septic system 
and mobile home regulations, recreation planning, business and 
traffic surveys, and more. The Council organized a subdivision 
workshop in the spring for planning board members, coordinated 
the Municipal Law Lectures in the fall, and provided information 
to towns on HUD’s Small Cities Community Development Block 
Grant and Urban Development Action Grant programs. In an 
effort to maintain essential planning assistance to our towns 
given the somewhat smaller budget, our Community Planning 
Committee established a clear policy on membership services. 
This is described in a brochure we recently mailed to you entitled 
“North Country Council, Inc.: What’s In It For Your Town.”’ 


In transportation, the Council’s Transportation Committee 
assisted the NH Department of Public Works and Highways 
with the Annual Highway Action Plan Meeting. This meeting is 
usually very productive as it is the major way that the public 
can participate in identifying and supporting needed highway 
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improvements. NCC is assisting the state, the new rail operator, 
and rail users in marketing the Concord-to-Lincoln rail line to 
make the line more economically viable and eventually self- 
sufficient. In the Mt. Washington Valley, NCC surveyed bus- 
inesses to determine the potential for utilizing a truck/rail ter- 
minal. We are also following the proposed New England rail 
reorganization and its impact on our region. The Council con- 
tinues to work with the Whitefield Regional Airport in an on- 
going effort to secure commuter air service. 


The Council is providing planning recommendations and 
some technical assistance to towns in anticipation of the solid 
waste district planning scheduled to occur in late 1983 and 1984. 
We had a voice in amending the state’s solid waste law to make 
it more flexible in local situations. Sharing of ideas and coordi- 
nation in this field is aided by staff member Fred Moody’s po- 
sition as a director of the NH Resource Recovery Association. 


To assist town governments with administrative and financial 
tasks (e.g., tax billing, accounting, etc.) NCC has acquired a mini- 
computer with programs to accomplish these functions. At this 
time, we developed our tax billing services and look forward to 
offering additional services in the future. 


The Council has also conducted historic buildings inventory 
in a few towns and will be serving as a clearinghouse on historic 
preservation planning and activities. 


The Council closely followed the proceedings for the Quebec 
Hydro powerline in 1982 and presented our position before the 
Site Evaluation Committee in March. We recommended construc- 
tion of the line in Vermont which provided the most economical, 
direct, and least environmentally-damaging route. As of early 
1983, it appears the powerline will follow the Vermont route 
and will come into NH in Littleton. NCC also testified before 
the NH House and Senate in support of the Pontook Hydroelec- 
.tric facility in Dummer. 


For the last year and a half, the Council has published 
NEWS FOR SELECTMEN, an informative report on local, re- 
gional, state and federal activities and trends. The Council is 
active on the state and national level through the NH Association 
of Regional Planning Commissions and the National Association 
of Regional Councils. We were very fortunate to have our former 
President and Jackson representative Oliver Nelson serve as the 
Chairman of the National Advisory Committee on Rural Develop- 
ment. This past summer, the Committee prepared a rural 
development strategy. The Council set up one of two in-state 
meetings to solicit views from the public on rural needs and prac- 
tical solutions. 
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As in the past, the Council’s major emphasis will continue 
to be technical assistance and information on matters of concern 
to local governments. The Council staff is always available to 
meet with local officials to discuss projects and needs of the 
towns, 


On behalf of the Council and its Board of Directors, we 
thank you for your support during the past year and hope that 
the Town will continue to use the services of NCC during 1983.

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Report of Town Forest Fire Wardens 
and State Forest Ranger 


Forest fire prevention, our business, your business, good 
business! This slogan has been the motto of the N. H. Division 
of Forests and Lands, Forest Fire Service since 1909 when the 
first forest fire laws were passed by the Legislature. 


These laws set in place a cooperative forest fire protection 
program of State and local forest fire personnel that has, in the 
past 75 years, established New Hampshire as a leader in forest 
fire prevention and control. Our annual acreage loss to forest 
fires of one-half acre per fire is the best in the nation. This fire 
record has come about through the cooperative efforts of our 
state/town forest fire protection program. The state provides 
detection of fires, training for local forest fire wardens, low cost 
forest fire suppression equipment to local fire departments, and 
technical advice at the fire ground. Local governments provide 
the volunteer fire fighters who are appointed as wardens and 
deputy wardens and who respond quickly to suppress reported 
forest fires. 


This program has resulted in a steady decline in annual 
acres lost to forest fires since 1910 when the average fire burned 
33 acres compared to the modern day loss of one-half acre per 
fire. 


Only by the continued cooperation of the State/towns 
and our entire citizenry can this record be maintained.

Superintendent of Schools 


To the Citizens of the Randolph School District: 


It has been a pleasure to have served your community for 
another year and to have worked with many of you and for 
all of your children. 


Public education provides one with the opportunity to work 
with people, particularly young people. It has and continues 
to be a joy to see so many of them grow up to be such fine 
young men and women. I am sure many of them will do well 
in life and make you proud of them. 


SCHOOL WARRANT 


The Randolph school warrant for 1983 - 84 includes only 
one article which differs from the norm or which needs clari- 
fication. Article 4 differs from the previous year in the amount 
only. Under this article your school board is requesting the sum 
of $3,000.00 rather than the amount of $5,000.00 requested a 
year ago. The smaller amount is needed because sufficient funds 
will have been accumulated to allow for the purchase of a new 
school bus when needed two years from now. 


NEW PROGRAMS FOR 1983 - 84 


The Gorham School District will be expanding or creating 
three (3) new programs for the 1983-84 school year: pre-school 
special education, a program for the gifted, and a program in 
computer education. 


Pre-School Special Education Program: All New Hampshire 
school districts are required by law to provide for the special 
education needs of children from age 3 to 21. Programs are now 
in place to meet the needs of all children ages 6-21 but nothing 
is in place for the pre-school age group. To fill that gap and to 
provide for 4-6 children who are anticipated to need services next 
year, the sum of $17,000.00 was placed in the Gorham budget. 
Also, the program represents a continuation of the joint effort 
with Berlin to provide for the needs of all special education 
children without the duplication of programs. 
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Programs for the Gifted: Gorham has had a program for the gift- 
ed at the elementary school level for several years. For 1982-83 
the school board adopted a goal to expand the program into 
the junior-senior high school by the fall of 1983. Miss Linda 
Cote has headed up this project with Craig Malick and several 
parents. If all goes as planned, a program should be in place 
beginning in September of this year. 


For the fall of 1982, after work was done over the summer 
months, a tentative program was begun. This was made possible 
due to the cooperation of several teachers who volunteered their 
time to provide for the needs of this group of children. Though 
the program was limited it did provide for a beginning and laid 
the foundation for what is to come in the future. 


Computer Education Program: The Gorham School District 
purchased in the spring of 1982 eleven (11) new computers as 
the first part of its commitment to a full computer program. 
Mr. Craig Malick and a committee of teachers have been working 
since last fall to develop the curriculum for such a program. 


The scope of the program will encompass all students from the 
elementary level through grade 12. It is anticipated that each 
student will go through a basic program of computer literacy, 
will learn the skills to create new programs, and will be able 
to use the computer as a teaching /learning tool. 


Beginning in the fall of 1981 a program to train our teachers 
in computers was begun at the high school. Since that time a 
large number of our teachers have been trained and are now able 
to use the computer in their classrooms. 


TUITION RATES 


Tutiton rates are computed on the basis of the prior year’s 
budget through the use of a formula established by the state. 
For 1983 - 84 tuition costs have nearly stabilized or decreased 
except for the junior high school and the special needs program:

1983 - 84 BUDGET 


The proposed budget for 1983 - 84 shows a gross decrease 
of 12.15% and a net decrease of 25.60%. This represents a 
decrease of $33,800 00 from the 1982 - 83 school year. 


Why such a tremendous decrease? Put simply, the Gorham 
tuition rates have nearly stabilized for the coming year and the 
number of students for whom we have budgeted has decreased 
by 5. Coupled with a sizeable anticipated June 30 surplus in the 
range of $18,000.00 and you have all the makings of a decrease 
in taxes for the fall of 1983. 


The proposed budget for 1983-84 totals $117,080.00 as com- 
pared to a 1982-83 budget of $133,422.00. Differences between 
the two may be found under tuition -$14,000.00, school board 
services - $900.00, and capital reserve - $2,000.00. Some small 
increases may be found under School Administrative Unit No. 
20 +$300.00 and transportation +$500.00. When all taken into 
consideration these adjustments result in a gross decrease of 
$16,342.73. 
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There have been raised in recent months many questions 
relative to the relationship between Randolph and Gorham. 
There are those in Randolph who feel they should have some 
control over what decisions are made in Gorham, Educational 
costs being what they are, it is not too difficult to understand 
why some people feel that way. 


However, the laws of New Hampshire place the responsibility 
to manage the affairs of each town or school district in the hands 
of its elected officials. Just as in Randolph, these officials in turn 
are directed by the legal voters of the town or district. And, 
if the elected officials fail in their duties to carry out the wishes 
of the people, they may be removed from office. In this manner 
the people, the voters of a town or district, have control over 
their lives and the business of their community. Should this 
be altered in some way so as to allow an individual, board, or 
body to somehow have a legal say in the business of another 
community the people of the community would lose some 
control and have no way to hold elected officials accountable. 
When one ponders the question for a moment, the risks are too 
great and the benefits too small to seriously consider such a 
change. 


Though a community may not legally get involved in the 
affairs of another community there are areas of common interest 
which should be discussed. These areas should be explored to 
their fullest. I would encourage all of you in Randolph to take 
every opportunity to express your opinions, to bridge the gap, 
and to get involved where-ever you can so as to make better what 
you have and what you wish to provide for your children. 


SUMMARY 


Your school district budget represents an investment in the 
future of your children. The return on that investment will 
be seen in the lives of your children and in the future of your 
community.

Minutes of the School District Meeting held in the Randolph 
Town Hall on Tuesday the 9th of March, 1982. 


At 1456 Hours 2:56 p.m., the Moderator recessed the Town 
Meeting and declared the School District Meeting in order. 
The School Warrant in relation to the election of School District 
Officers is simultaneous with election of Town Officers; a School 
District Ballot being provided. The business meeting now com- 
menced:- 


Art 1: To determine and apoint the salaries of the school 
board, school district treasurer, auditors, census taker, commit- 
tees, and truant officer and other agents of the District. P. Fine- 
gan read the article and specified that the salaries remain as last 
year. Seconded by L. Carpenter. Passed unanimously. 


Art. 2: To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees, 
and officers of the District. Donald Wilson read the article as 
printed and made a motion that we accept the reports as printed 
in the Town Report. Barbara Wilson seconded the motion. 
Passed without comment or opposition. 


Art. 3: To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
school board to make application for and to accept, on behalf 
of the District, any or all grants or other funds for educational 
purposes which may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the 
United States Government, the State of New Hampshire, private 
individuals or corporations or any federal or state agency and 
to expend same for such projects as it may designate. Mr. Jenkins 
read the article and made a motion to accept same as read. 
Seconded by P. Finegan. Passed unanimously. 


Art. 4: To see if the District will vote to authorize the 
School Board to transfer to the Town of Randolph by “Quit- 
claim Deed” a parcel of land approximately 1.17 acres in size 
located in lot 15, Range 2 in said Randolph. Further, that said 
parcel of land shall be held by the Town of Randolph so long 
as same shall be used for Town purposes. Should same cease to 
be so used, then it shall revert to the District. S. Hartman read 
article and made motion to accept same as read. Seconded 
by F. Serafin. Passed without oppositon. 


Art. 5: To see if the District will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $5,000.00 and place same sum into the Bus Capital Re- 
serve Fund for the purchase of a new bus. W. Arnold read 
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article and made a motion to accept same as read. It was se- 
conded by F. Serafin and passed unanimously by voice vote. 


Art. 6: To see what sum of money the District will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the support of schools, for the payment 
of salaries for School District Officers and Agents; and for the 
payment of statutory obligations of the District. Gregory Glines 
read the article and made a motion that the sum of One Hundred 
and thirty-three thousand, Four hundred and Twenty-two dollars 
and Seventy-three cents (133,422.73) be raised and appropriated 
for the purposes as read. The motion was seconded by F. 
Holden. Passed unanimously. 


Art. 7: To transact any other business which may legally 
come before this meeting. Mr. R. Bellavance, Supt. of Schools 
was asked to made a few comments. He stated that the High 
School had been evaluated and copies of the Results, which 
were good, would be given to the Board, Received accreditation. 
It was the first time the various departments of the school 
worked together to stabilize the budget of the schools; same 
being approximately $6,000.00 less than last year. Next year 
the tuition may decrease. Evaluated were also some programs 
to ascertain how well they were operating and the achievements 
attained by the students. As to the future: 5 to 10 years on- 
constratint of operations must be applied as State aid will be 
lower and even unstable. Also the State is making greater 
demands in relationship to education which will result in increase 
of expenditures to the communities. P. Finegan made a motion 
to close the meeting. Seconded by L. Carpenter. Declared 
closed by Moderator after YES voice vote at 1510 hrs. (3:15 
p.m.) and a 15 minute recess declared prior to re-opening the 
Town meeting.
